Chinese Gilt Buddhas, Moroccan Miniatures 
and Islamic Swords 


At this auction, we once again have the pleasure of presenting a large selection of both Asian and 
Islamic decorative art from old Danish and international private collections. We kick off with art 
from South-east Asia, and sitting on its throne in all its divine tranquillity is а Sino-Tibetan gilt 
bronze figure of Buddha Amitayus from the Qianlong period. In Buddhism, Amitayus is regarded 
as the great saviour and is associated with health and eternal life. At the auction, we find him 
sitting in a meditation position with a crown on his head and his characteristic ambrosia vase 
containing the magical elixir of immortality. From another private collection comes an equally 
imposing Qianlong gilt Buddha figure. He is sitting meditating on his lotus throne with the 
sacred mandorla around his head and his two faithful servants - so-called acolytes — by his side. 
The two Buddhas are estimated at DKK 400,000-600,000 and DKK 2-3 million respectively. The 
auction also offers the opportunity to explore Asian porcelain, bronze and other decorative art 
dating right back to the Song dynasty and up to the Republican era in the first half of the 20th 
century (cat. no. 211 and 218). 


The value of the items is one aspect, their history quite another. When we journey to the Islamic 
parts of the world, we tend to linger a little longer on the history and the interesting provenances. 
This applies, for example, to a large wooden chest with bone inlay made during the Mughal 
dynasty in 17th century India. A small silver plaque on the chest reveals that it was owned by 
the Englishman Garnet Wolseley, who was an influential general. He played a central role in the 
modernisation of the British army and served in many places in the British Empire throughout 
his career, including Cairo in the early 1880s, where he purchased the beautiful chest. From the 
Mughal dynasty, we also have a couple of beautiful miniatures depicting members of the gentry 
in an almost paradisical environment surrounded by musicians, waiters and fabulous creatures. 
The miniatures were once sold by Austro-Hungarian-born Max Fruchtermann, who made a career 
for himself in Istanbul in the late 1800s selling postcards with oriental motifs. These postcards 
soon became valuable collectibles and barter items for visitors to the city, ensuring Fruchter- 
mann a golden livelihood. The auction also features a collection of 14 miniature portraits from 
the 18th century, which are said to depict the Moroccan King Mohammed ben Abdallah and his 
predecessors with their wives. The portraits were once owned by the art-loving public servant 
Emanuel Rasmus Grove, who served for a number of years as the appointed Danish secretaire 
consul to Morocco (cat. no. 285, 265 and 282). 


Islamic weaponry is currently in focus in Copenhagen at the violently-themed yet wonderful 
*Fighting, Hunting Impressing. Arms and Armour from the Islamic World 1500-1850" exhibition at 
the David Collection. We're chiming in with two Indian weapons - one is a beautiful Indo-Muslim 
temple sword that has been part of the Danish collector Peter Salomon's art collection. The second 
weapon to feature, also from a Danish private collection, is an Indian Tulwar sword. The curved 
blade of the sword was made and signed by the famous 18th century swordsmith Muhammad 
Baqir Mashhadi. A similar sword by the same swordsmith is mentioned and depicted in the 
catalogue for the exhibition at the David Collection. Today, only eight weapons with blades made by 
him are known to still exist, including the sword up for auction, making it quite the rarity (cat. 
no. 286 and 287).

本 拍卖 会 上 ;我 们 再 次 荣幸 地 从 丹麦 人 和 外 国人 的 旧 藏 中 选 出 了 大 量 亚 洲 和 伊斯兰 的 艺术 品 展 
示 。 从 东南 亚 开始 ,宝座 之 上 是 乾隆 时 期 汉 藏 铜 逆 金 的 无 量 寿 佛 。 佛 教 中 的 无 量 寿 佛 被 视 为 伟 
大 的 救世 主 ; 与 健康 和 永生 相关 。 我 们 可 见 他 在 拍卖 会 上 安 坐 竖 想 , 头 戴 宝 冠 手持 净 瓶 , PR 
着 灵丹妙药 。 而 另外 的 同等 尊贵 的 由 一 位 私人 收藏 的 乾隆 时 期 的 佛 造像 ; HERA TIAA ,身后 
是 神圣 的 大 背光 › 身 旁 站 立 着 两 位 忠实 的 仆人 一 -所 谓 的 侍从 。 两 尊 佛像 的 估价 为 40 万 至 60 万 丹 
麦克 朗 以 及 200 万 至 300 万 丹麦 克朗 。 拍 卖 会 还 提供 了 亚洲 瓷器 和 青铜 器 及 其 它 艺术 品 的 鉴赏 机 
会 ,有 的 可 追溯 到 宋代 ,民国 和 20 世 纪 初 期 。( 图 录 211; 218) 


拍品 的 价值 是 一 方面 ;而 它们 的 历史 是 另 一 方面 ; 当 我 们 开始 向 伊斯兰 世界 畅游 ,会 倾 于 更 加 
久远 的 历史 及 饶 有 趣味 的 追踪 。 例 如 印度 莫 卧 儿 王 朝 17 世 纪 一 个 灸 典 骨头 的 大 木 箱 ,上 面 一 
小 块 银牌 显示 它 曾 经 的 主人 ; 英国 人 加 内 特 . 沃 斯 利 ,一 位 显赫 的 将 军 。 他 在 英 军 现代 化 的 建设 
中 起 着 核心 作用 在 大 英 帝 国 的 多 个 地 方 服 过 役 :包括 1880 年 初 在 开罗 : 在 开罗 他 收购 了 美丽 
的 木 箱 。 从 莫 卧 儿 王 朝 开始 ;我 们 还 展示 了 一 些 精致 的 微型 画 ; 画 中 描绘 的 是 处 于 天 堂 般 的 环 
境 中 ,被 音乐 家 动物 和 仆人 围绕 着 的 贵族 。 这 些微 型 画 曾 被 奥 匈 出 生 的 马克 思 . FER HSE 
出 :此 人 1800 年 末 曾 在 伊斯坦布尔 以 兜售 带 有 东方 色彩 的 明信片 为 生 , 那些 明信片 迅速 被 当地 
的 游客 珍藏 并 作为 易 货 之 用 , 因此 保证 了 弗 鲁 赫 特 曼 的 黄金 生涯 。 本 拍卖 会 还 展示 了 14 幅 18 世

Max Fruchtermann (1852-1918) was born in Austria-Hungary to German Protestant parents and 
came to the Ottoman Empire at the age of 15 where he two years later opened a frame shop in the 
heart of Constantinople, present day Istanbul. Coinciding with the extension of the Orient Express 
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with trains from Paris to Constantinople, through Strasbourg, Munich, and Vienna, Fruchtermann 
started selling postcards with oriental motifs to the newly arrived tourists at affordable prices. 
The oriental craze of the time fueled the demand, and Fruchtermann found it hard to satisfy a 
market he himself had invented. People started collecting, exchanging, and trading the postcards 
at far higher price than the originals, turning Fruchtermann's postcards into a curious kind of 
currency. With the arrival of The First World War the emerging tourist industry was suddenly put 
to a halt and Fruchtermann was pushed into bankruptcy. Soon after, he died in the middle of war, 
alcohol, and depression, leaving behind postcards from a time gone by.

By bidding, the bidder/buyer accepts the current 
conditions of purchase as they appear on bruun- 
rasmussen.dk.

BEFORE THE AUCTION 


1 VALUATION OF ITEMS 


1.1 All the offered items are valued by BRK. The valuation 
is an estimate based on the expected hammer price, see 
paragraph 5.3. The estimate is based on the previous sale 
of similar items as well as BRK’s past experience. The 
hammer price can therefore be higher or lower than the 
estimated price. 


2 DESCRIPTION OF ITEMS 


2.1 Items up for auction are presented with photographs and 
descriptions in catalogues and on bruun-rasmussen.dk. 
The description is worded according to the best of BRK’s 
knowledge and based on detailed research in accordance 
with the prevailing views among experts at the time of sale. 


2.2 Тһе items up for auction are of an age and nature that 
often mean that they are in а worn, repaired or damaged 
condition. Ås a starting point everything is sold as used 
items. For this reason, the descriptions in the catalogue 
or at bruun-rasmussen.dk do not include a statement 
regarding the above or the condition of the item. 


2.3 Тп some cases, BRK may choose to describe an item's 
provenance. Such a description is made if a former owner 
is publicly known and/or if the story of previous ownership 
sheds further light on the item and its background. In 
other cases, such information is left out of the description, 
for instance to meet the seller's wish for privacy. 


2.4 It is possible that the estimate and description are revised 
prior to the auction. Changes are published on BRK's website. 


3 PREVIEW 


3.1 Items up for auction are presented prior to the auction in 
one of BRK's showrooms. Potential bidders are encouraged 
to inspect the items closely and are responsible for 
determining the condition of the items at these previews, 
where they also have the opportunity to consult with the 
valuation experts. 


3.2 lfa potential buyer does not have the opportunity to inspect 
the item personally, a condition report can be drafted in 
most cases. The description in this report has been made 
according to BRK's honest conviction but is not based 
on scientific studies. A condition report only serves as an 
identification and is meant as an aid to bidders who do not 
have the opportunity to inspect the item at the preview. 


DURING THE AUCTION 


4 THE ROLE OF BRK 


4.1 The sale of an item is facilitated by BRK on behalf of the 
seller, and BRK always sells items up for auction at the 
highest price offered during the bidding round. 
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Items up for auction can have a reserve price that has been 
agreed upon with the seller. The price is confidential and 
the item cannot be sold below this price. 


The live auctions are presided over by one of the Danish 
Ministry of Justice's appointed auctioneers, ensuring that 
the auctions proceed correctly and lawfully. 


BIDDING 


The currency used while the auctions take place is Danish 
kroner. The approximate amount in euro/US dollars is 
shown on screens in the saleroom and also on request. 


The auctioneer determines the size of the bid increment 
and the pace of the auction. Bid increments usually rise by 
5% - 10% compared to the previous bid. Approximately 
50-100 auction lots are sold per hour. 


The hammer price refers both to the gavel used by the 
auctioneer that signifies the end of a bidding round on an 
item and to the price (bidding amount) that the item up 
for auction is sold for. See paragraph 7 regarding amounts 
added to the hammer price. 


The buyer is the bidder that submits the highest bid, there- 
by obtaining the hammer price. At the moment the 

hammer price is determined, a binding purchase/sale agree- 
ment is entered into based on these conditions of purchase. 


lf bids are made on behalf of others, the bidder serves as 
surety for the transaction. 


Items are purchased in their present state and condition, 
and regardless of the type of bidding the buyer has no 
right to cancel his purchase, neither under the Danish 
Consumer Contracts Act. 


Bidders are required, in accordance with BRK's instructions, 
to identify themselves and document their ability to pay, 
for instance by registration of a valid debit/credit card, 
bank guarantee or a deposit.

A: With debit/credit card (Visa, MasterCard, Maestro, Diners 
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Club, China UnionPay and JCB) or cash (up to DKK

VAT EXEMPTION, PAYMENT & DEPOSIT 


Some buyers can choose which type of VAT should apply 
to the transaction.

Companies registered for VAT in another EU Member State 
and buyers residing outside the EU must deposit the Danish 
VAT on the amount invoiced with BRK until the export 
process has been completed in a documented, lawful 
fashion. If the export is undertaken by one of BRK's 
authorized forwarding agents, the VAT does not have to 

be deposited. See the list of authorized forwarding agents 
on bruun-rasmussen.dk. 


OVERDUE PAYMENTS 


1f payment is made after a deadline, including the deadline 
specified in paragraph 8, interest on overdue payments will 
be charged and estimated in accordance with the Danish 
Central Bank's official lending rate + 8% per year on the 
amount due. 


If the purchase price, including interest, has still not been 
paid ten days after the demand for payment has been 
made, BRK is entitled to seek the purchase price paid by 
making a set-off against the deposit/by drawing on the 
bank guarantee or to cancel the purchase. 


If the purchase is cancelled, BRK is entitled to sell the item 
at a new auction and demand the costs and any difference 
between the new and the earlier hammer price (including 
the buyer's premium) covered by the defaulting buyer. 


In addition to debt collection, BRK may seek recovery of all 
due claims (including costs) not paid in a timely manner in 
the following ways:

EXPORT LICENSE 


To ensure that Danish cultural heritage of vital importance 
remains in Denmark, the Danish Cultural Assets Commission 
can place an export ban on certain items. If the buyer wishes 
to export an item that is subject to an export ban in Den- 
mark, the purchase will be cancelled and the Danish Cultural 
Assets Commission is obliged to acquire ownership of the 
item for the price obtained at auction. The buyer cannot 
raise any claims against BRK as a result of an export ban. 


Certain items are included in the Washington Convention, 
also known as CITES. The purpose of CITES is to stop the 
trade of items made with endangered species and flora. If 
the item is included in the Washington Convention, CITES, 
Appendix 1, this will appear in the description of the item 
on bruun-rasmussen.dk and be marked with the symbol 
"Q9" in the catalogue. The following rules are applicable: 


A: Items that are included in the Washington Conven- 
tion, CITES, Appendix 1, can only be traded when a 
dispensation in the form of a CITES certificate has been 
obtained. BRK obtains the required certificate from the 
Danish Nature Agency that allows trade and export 
to countries within the EU. Items that were produced 
before 1947 can, however, be freely traded within the 
EU without a certificate. 


B: It is only items included in the Washington Convention, 
CITES, Appendix 1 that are marked individually on 
bruun-rasmussen.dk and in our catalogue. Items inclu- 
ded in the Washington Convention, CITES, Appendix 2, 
which can be freely sold and transported within the EU, 
are not individually marked. 


C: Export to countries outside the EU must, regardless 
of the year of the item's production, always procure a 
CITES re-export permit from the Danish Nature Agency 
if the item is included in the Washington Convention, 
Appendix 1 and 2. This export permit can usually be 
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obtained without problems, if the item is either sold 
with a CITES certificate or was made prior to 1947. 
Appendix 2 items usually also receive a re-export per- 
mit without problems. Any fees charged by the Danish 
authorities in connection with the issuance of a re- 
export permit will be added to the buyer's invoice. 

D: In connection with export to other countries outside 
the EU, special rules may apply concerning the sub- 
sequent import, and the buyer is encouraged to consult 
the relevant local authorities about this issue. 


DEFECTS IN THE PURCHASED ITEMS 


The lack of conformity rules of the Danish Sale of Goods 
Act may apply. Below is а non-exhaustive excerpt of the 
buyer's remedies in regard to lack of conformity. 


The buyer is entitled to cancel а purchase if the description 
contained significant errors that have led to a higher hammer 
price than a correct description would have resulted in. In 
such cases, the total purchase price will be refunded. The 
buyer cannot demand payment of interest on the purchase 
price or demand payment of any other expenses or losses. 


Å purchase cannot be cancelled and the buyer cannot 
demand a refund of the purchase price or raise any other 
claims against BRK if the description of the item is in 
compliance with paragraph 15.2. The same applies if 
evidence of forgery has required the use of scientific 
methods that were either not available at the time of sale, 
were excessively costly to use or led to the damage of the 
item in question. 


Claims for a cancellation of a purchase must be notified to 
BRK when the buyer has discovered the fact that entitles 
the buyer to cancel the purchase. This notice, however, has 
to be given no later than two years after the final pick-up 
date according to paragraph 12.4. The item purchased 
must be returned to BRK in the same condition as it was 
on the day it was sold at auction. If these conditions are 
not met, the buyer loses the right to cancel the purchase 
and cannot claim a refund of the purchase price. The buyer 
is responsible for paying the costs associated with the 
return of the item. 


OBJECTIONS & LIMITATIONS OF LIABILITY 


BRK is aware that errors, technical difficulties and external 

abuse or disruptive influences may occur during the auction. 
Bidders cannot raise any claims against BRK as a result of 

such events. 


The buyer is always responsible for the correct payment of 
VAT and other costs, fees etc. in accordance with Danish 
and foreign regulations. 


Unless otherwise stated in these conditions of purchase, BRK 
may never be held liable for bidders'/buyers' operating loss, 
loss of profits, other indirect losses or consequential loss. 


PRIVACY POLICY 

It is important to BRK to ensure confidentiality and 
security regarding the bidder's/buyer's personal information.

COMPLAINTS, DISPUTE RESOLUTION 
AND APPLICABLE LAW 


BRK can always be contacted if the bidder/buyer has a 
complaint.

In Denmark, disputes must be brought before the City Court 
of Copenhagen, but see paragraphs 18.2. The mandatory 
rules on jurisdiction apply to consumer interests.
